The AMR/Schmidt Beer Wildcat three-wheel 
races on a bean-shaped, Coca-Cola syrup-painted 
indoor track produced a new winner in round 
three.

The second heat was a wild one as | 


the three-wheeled red rockets raced 
for the first turn and braked for the 
tight left-hander onto the infield. The 
tires squealed on the syrup-surfaced 
cement like a busload of seventh grade 
girls, as Twin City -Honda/Suzuki- 
sponsored Kirk Lewis holeshot the 
start with an ATC250R Honda.» Bruce 


Sampson (Hon) and Bill Krysinski 
followed through the first turn. As 
Lewis extended his lead, Chris Bush, 
in his first three-wheel race highsided 
in the turn before the starting straight- 
away. The race continued with Lewis 
extending the lead as the spectacular 
Bush crash produced no injuries. 
Sampson and Krysinski crossed the 
finish line after Lewis but were very 
close together. ; 

The semis were combined to make 
one 10-man semi, the result of which 
would determine starting position for 
the final. The holeshot went to 
“Lightning Clutch” Lewis, the second 
man in from the pole, while Erickson 
went around the first turn on the 
outside next to Lewis.

Dresel, the current second 
place points holder, killed the engine 
in the first turn and restarted a es 
place. Meanwhile Rocky led Lewis, 
Bush and Krysinski. As they all dove 
into the first turn, Lewis was rear- 
ended and pushed to the outside by 
Bush as Lewis’ engine died while 
braking. Fortunately Lewis’ engine 
restarted when he was rear-ended and 
only lost two places. 

The race was still early and there 
was time to make up time, but the 
stubborn leaders kept the gas on and 
carried it to the finish. While 
Erickerson was making the distance 
between him and second place larger, 
Bush was closing on Krysinski and 
Dresel, moving through traffic with 
only the lead in his sights. On the last 
lap Dresel was driving hard, and 
partly because of ambiguity with the 
location of the finish line and 
disheartened by a fourth place, Lewis 
let up too early and Dresel darted past 
him at the finish. 

Erickson’s win boosted him from 
fourth to second, and only eight points 
behind current points leader Kirk 
Lewis. With one round remaining in 
the AMR/Schmidt Beer Wildcat 
Indoor three-wheel races, if Erickson 
wins the final round, Lewis has to do 
no worse than fourth to clinch the 
coveted Schmidt Cup. Dresel dropped 
a notch on the points ladder, just two 
points behind Erickson and within 
reach of the title.

Treacherous winter weather, including 
15° temperatures and 10 inches of 
snow, didn’t stop 55 three-wheelers 
and seven Odyssey riders from gather- 
ing to compete in the second of the five 
race series. The ice glazed hills and 
snow banked turns added to the ex- 
citement in this 50 minute endurance 
event. 

Lap times were down considerably 
due to weather conditions, but Andrews 
still managed 17 laps on the one and 
one-half mile course. Mark Doyle on 
a modified 250R, placed second to 
Andrews and first in the exotic Modi- 
fied class. Third overall and first in 
the 250cc class, fell to Dave Santee also 
sporting a Honda 250R. Last week’s 
250cc winner. Rick Schrader, was 


edged out by mere seconds by Santee 
but still took fourth overall and second 
in his class to maintain his series lead 
in the 250cc class. 

Mike Resinger on a 400cc Maico, 
grabbed the holeshot followed closely 
by Santee and Andrews. The battle 
among these three lasted several laps 
before Resinger fell victim as in 
weeks’ past, to a crash with a slower 
lapped rider, At this point Andrews 
blasted by and the outcome was never ‘ 
in doubt again. Andrews, an excellent 
motocross and hare scrambles racer. 
applied his racing expertise and dom- 
inated the remainder of the contest. 
At the final flag Andrews was within 
one minute of lapping the second 
place Honda of Santee. 

Hondas again swept the 200cc class, 
with Andy Helbig besting 14 other 
contestants by a full lap, and the 250cc 
class with Santee taking first. Tom 
Romey completed seven laps in the 20 
minute Odyssey contest to edge out 
Roger Shipman for the gold. This 
gives Tom 198 points to put him in the 
lead of the Odyssey class for the series.

‘ They’re getting 
faster at Carnegie

LIVERMORE, CA, JAN. 10 


The Superbowl-bound San Fran- 
cisco 49ers wiped out the two 
smaller three-wheeler classes as 
fans stayed home to watch them 
play. Surprisingly, all the other classes 
continued to increase in numbers at 
Carnegie Cycle Park. 

This was the third Odyssey/three- 
wheel race to take place at Carnegie. 
The difference between the first and 
third races is like comparing night to 
day. The first race was almost like 
everyone was in slow motion. Nobody 
knew the track and for many people it 
was their first race. Now just after 
three races it's very competitive. Every 
race that left the line was downright 
exciting. 

In the Modified Odyssey class the 
racing stayed close. Places were 
constantly changing back and forth 
but the overall win for the second time 
in a row went to Mitch Kurtela. 


In an effort to make things a little 
‘smoother, a tech-inspection was held 
for all Odysseys. In previous races 
everyone's word was taken as to what 
class their Odyssey would be in. When 
the machines came to the line some 
would be observed to be illegal. This 
was due mostly in part that many 
racers simply didn’t know the rules. As 
Odyssey racing is still in a very 
infantile stage rules are somewhat 
ambiguous. Different tracks even have 
different sets of rules. CR Race Pro- 
motions is going by the rules established 
by the Northern California Odyssey 
Racing Association. The rules have 

` been designed so that a machine can 
be visually inspected in a very short 
time. 

The tech-inspection really seemed 
to do the trick. A couple of previous 
Stock Odysseys were bumped into the 
Super Stock class because of stall 
clutches and chambers. The Stock 
Odyssey class racing was intense. 


Eleven cars slid through the first 
turn and continued to bump and 
shove through all three heats. The 
biggest ga p to open up between first 
and second place was less than half a 
lap. The first heat set the stage of what 
was to come. Second overall Tom Pries 





won the first heat but had to settle for 
two second place finishes in the second 
and third heats. Ron Poneetta really 
felt the pressure as he took a third 
place finish in the first heat and a first 
place finish in the second heat. At this 
point Poneetta and Pries were 
separated by one point in Pries’ favor. 
Poneetta responded by edging out 
Pries in the final heat and taking the 
overall victory. Veteran Stan Cargo 
looked like he would be a contender 
after the first heat with a solid second 
place finish. A bad start in the second 
heat set him back to a sèventh place 
finish and a fourth place overall finish. 

In between the Stock and Super 


Stock Odyssey action were the 250cc 


three-wheelers. The 250s are fun to 
watch as the riders tend to be more 
experienced and definitely move as 
fast as anything on the track. Without 
a doubt the day belonged to Russ 
Shockey, as he commanded his Honda 
to three very impressive wins. The 
primary battle in this race was to be 
between Norris Yegge and David 
Rodriguies. Rodriguies had a fifth 
place finish in the first heat and then 
backed it up with a second in heat two, 
Yegge, on the other hand, had put 
together two third place spots. 
Rodriguies was unable to get by Yegge 
in the third and final race and had to 
be content with a third overall. 

When the green flag dropped for 
the start of the Super Stock class 
someone forgot to tell the drivers they 
were only out there for fun, and the 
most they could go home with was a 
trophy — no big money payoffs. Fun 
they did have, and excitement they did 
provide. Long time racer Don Chase 
was able to get out in front and stay 
there throughout most of the racing 
and finished up with an overall 
victory. The rest of the field could be 
seen in a tight cluster as. they moved 
around the track. On two occasions 
Odysseys were seen tumbling sideways 
through the corners, land on all four 
wheels and continue on without losing 
a place. 

All in all it was a very good day of 
racing that both participant and 
spectator enjoyed. ATV

Gaian, Sundahl topple the 
éé B ig A 7y

ANAHEIM, CA, JAN. 31 


Team Honda’s Dean Sundahl, along with team- 
mate Tommy Gaian, showed the crowd of 
2,000 just what stadium racing was all about 
with 1-1 scores in the 0-200cc and 201-250cc 


classes, respectively, in the 
AMA Amateur Supercross 
Championship Series in Anaheim 
Stadium.. 

The weather couldn’t have been 


With temps in the mid-70s, 23 three- 
wheelers turned out to give the “Big 
A” a thundering day of racing. There 
were, however, only four 200s, and 


with the AMA rules, six are needed to 





next class. 

As the 23 three-wheelers lined up to 
tackle the well prepared Supercross 
track, one thing came to 
mind—you’ve got to be kidding. The 
track was well prepared, but with 23 of 
these guys at the same time, it would 
prove to be interesting. In the past, 
250s were started first with the 200s let 
go 10 seconds later. Today, two lines 
were formed and positions were 
drawn. 

As the gate dropped in moto one, it 
was Sundahl jumping out first 
followed by Steve “Wound Too Tight” 
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Honda’s Mark “Wax” Weixeldorfer 
and Marty Hart, on the second of two 
Yamaha entries. Curtis Sparks 
boomed around the track fifth on his 
185S. Sundahl was flat on the gas and 
moving out. 

It looked as though Wright could 
keep the fast pace up, but his luck 
started running out. By lap three of 
the six-lap race, Wright started to 
fade. Wax got by along with Hart and 
Sparks. Hart had his 175 pegged to the 
limit until a table top jump ended his 
chances along with killing the motor 
for top 200. Haybales are not the

Sparks caught and passed Wax for 
second, the little 185S bringing tears to 
all the four-stroke lovers’ eyes. As 
Sparks pulled alongside Hart, Sparks 
stalled. In fact, Sparks had stalling 
problems the entire heat to the tune of 
four kills. 

By this time, Sundahl was 
gone...long gone. Wax took over 
second with Ron Haase taking third, 
Gaian filling out fourth spot and 
top 200cc.Wright was now out of it. At 
the checkered, it was Sundahl in for 
the win, Wax second, Haase third and 
Gaian fourth. - 

“For the past two weeks I've been 
testing tires, brakes, motor, you know 
everything. I felt really good today, 
but after the second lap I knew I was 
going to have trouble. It’s the same 
thing that’s happened to me the past 
four gr pucks on my rear 
brakes. I get them adjusted, go out, 
they heat up and go away. I can run 
with the Hondas, but without brakes. I 
can’t do anything. Once the pucks get 
that hot, it warps the disc. I’m going to 
try and race the second moto; I guess 
we'll see,” commented Wright, 


afai 


Sundahl said, “The track was hot. It 
didn’t have hardly any motorcycle ruts 
in it. It made sliding a lot easier. I 
didn’t feel the jumps were that bad, 
not like San Diego, anyway. The only 
hard parts on the track were the 
stutter steps, 16 of them to be exact. 
You almost had to idle over them, but 
then so did-everyone else. I really dug 
it.” 

The track was gnarly, even for the 
Pros on Saturday night. The AMA, 
however, didn’t take much out for 
the Amateur race today, including the 
10-foot finish line jump. Other jumps 
ranged from sixto nine feet. One 
thing about it, everyone loved it. 


In the second moto, gate position 
was determined by how you finished in 
the first moto, the top 10 started on 
the first row, the rest started behind. 


As the backwards falling - gate 
dropped, Sundahl shot into the lead 
followed by Wax, Haase. and Sparks. 
Wright, who started in the second 
row, got a good shot out of the gate 
and pulled into fourth. Into turn one, 
Wright went. over, the bars, like a 





gumby doll. He looked a little dazed 
but seemed to be all right. His front 
tire came off the bead of the rim. 


By lap two, Sparks was making his 
move on Haase. Sundahl, on the other 
hand, started to stretch it out, but 
Wax was on the gas and not letting up. 
On lap three, Sparks made his move 
on Haase. With a hold on third, Sparks 
set out after Wax, four-stroke versus 
two-stroke. The crowd was pumped; 
these guys were flat putting on a show, 
and the crowd loved it. 


Gaian and George Neary battled for 
the number five spot while chasing 
Haase for fourth position. At the 
checkered, it was Sundahl, Wax, 
Sparks and Haase with Gaian and 
Neary fourth and fifth. 

“I was so pumped off the line; 
everything just went my way today,” 
exclaimed Sundahl. 

“I couldn't believe it; I started in the 
second row, got a good shot out of the 
gate — I think I was in fourth into turn 
one—when I hit my brakes, nothing 
was there. That's when I grabbed a 


handful of front, I. guess,too much, , 








Man, did I bite it; I'll be glad when 
this brake problem's solved,” reflected 
Wright. 

Sparks later said, “The first moto 
was all my fault. I think I stalled it 
about four times. I was so mad at 
myself. The second moto I knew what 
I needed to’ do, and I did it. I feel a 
little better, but it still bums me to 
think I made those stupid mistakes.” 

For the past month, Wax has been 
in a bad slump, but today, things 
seemed to come together. “I don’t 
know what the problem has been; I 
just didn’t have my act together. I felt 
better today,though. Maybe it’s a start 
of something good—I hope,” 
commented Wax. 

What was also nice about today’s 
race is that there was a Pro 
purse—first 250cc paid $135, second 
$100, third $70 and fourth $35. For 
the 200s, first place was paid— $90. e

lane in the second round of the 
Continental Moto-sport Club 
Golden State Series held at Lake 
Madera. 

The building of the Lake Madera 
ATV track took its shape just two 
weeks prior to our arrival. The course 
was, to say the least, motocross style. 
If you didn’t have good suspension, 
you were in a world of hurt. The 
track was one of the best, maybe a 
little tight in some places, but other 
than that, it was hot. 

The 200cc class proved to be a one 
man show. Lonnie Orosco (Premier 
Yamaha), Tim Hoy (Hon), Tom 
Gaian (Hon) and Marty Hart (Yam) 
would only geta good look at Sparky 
at the starting line. After that, 1t was 
just a view of his back from a dis- 
tance. Being a two-stroke lover, one 
couldn’t help falling in love with 
Sparky’s machine. The sound of a 
finely tuned four-stroke, which 
Sparky has, was enough to give 
anybody goose pimples. 

As the flag dropped Sparky jumped 
out in front followed by Gaian, Hoy, 
Hart and Orosco. Orosco, who looked 
from previous races to be a top con- 
tenderon his Premier Yamaha 175cc 
water-cooled mount, had troubles 
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Dyno” hooking up out of turn one; the man rode a 














into the hunt. By lap two Sparky 
pulled out a commanding lead that 
was never contested. Gaian, Hoy and 
Hart were left to vie for the number 
two slot of which Gaian took control. 
Hart was having his share of prob- 
lems as he was mounted on a stock- 
framed 175cc Yamaha. The motor 
was fast enough, but if you don’t 
have a good handling frame, it makes 
it tough to go through the junk. 
Sparky’s ride netted him the win, fol- 
lowed by Gaian in second. Hart took 
third due to Hoy’s electrical prob- 
lems, and Orosco dropped out. 

Moto two was almost a repeat of 
moto one. Sparky jumped out first 
followed by Gaian, Hoy, Hart and 
Orosco. Hart pulled out on the second 
lap due to sheer fatigue, with Orosco 
pulling out on lap four of the 10 lap 
race. Orosco seemed to have gotten 
his foot run over by his own bike and. 
the pain was too much. Sparky went 
on to take the overall followed by 
Gaian and Hoy in second and third, 
respectively. “alle 

The first 250cc heat started 45 
seconds later, just long enough for 
Sparky to get off his mountand jump 
on his 250R. Ten laps would seem to 
be enough to wear a person out, let 
alone jumping on a bigger bike and

dropped, Yamaha-mounted Steve 
Wright, aboard his 3-B Lightning 
250cc, completely blew all the big 
boys off. Into turn two it was still 
Wright, Dean Sundahl, Mark “Wax” 
Wiexeldorfer, George Neary, Ron 
Hasse and Sparky. Without a doubt, 
Wright had the horsepower and han- 
dling to be a winner. 

Sundahl was pushing hard when 
Wright missed a shift, and Sundahl 
took full advantage and moved by. 
That left Wright and Wax to have it 
out for second. Sparky moved to fifth 
and was soon nipping at Neary’s rear 
wheels. By lap five Sparky had moved 
by, and on the same lap Wax nipped 
Wright for second. As all the action 
continued to be in the back, Sundahl 
was gone. In fact, at the halfway 
point Sundahl had almost a quarter- 
lap lead. As the last lap flag came out 
Sparky stuck a wheel inside of Wright 
and was able to get by. Sundahl took 
first followed by Wax, Sparky and 
Wright, who looked like he had been 
beaten up by 20 guys! 

Moto two saw Wright jump off the 
line first followed by Sundahl, Wax 
and Sparky. Into turn one Wright's 
left rear tire started to roll off the rim 
which threw him off. By the time he 
got going, Wright found himself in 
eighth place. Sundahl started put- 
ting distance between himself and 
Wax with Sparky holding on to third. 
Sparky was getting very tired by lap 
five as. the back-to-back races were 
taking their toll. Mike Chester pulled 
up to fourth with George Neary fifth. 
With two laps to go, Sundahl looked 
like he was just having fun. A com- 

amanding. lead-seems to takea lot of 





pressure off a person. Wax followed 
with Sparky dropped out due to 
rubber arms. Chester filled in the 
number three position with Ron 
Hasse nailing down fourth. 

Gary Menefee put in two fine rides, 
going l-l, to take care of the 250cc 
Intermediate class. George Freddie 
and John Kapeloff battled in each 
race and even traded off positions, 
but in the end it was Freddie getting 
the nod for second overall. Kapeloff 
followed in for third: 

The biggest class of the day was the 
250cc Juniors. With a total of 14 rid- 
ers after the gold, it proved to be some 
heavy action. Bob Briggs was the 
man to beat, putting in a 1-1 score to 
take the top honors. John Busick and 
Glen Elliott battled back and forth 
with Busick taking the silver in moto 
one with Elliott third and Randy 
Castro fourth. 

Moto two, however, saw Elliott out 
for revenge. Busick was pushing hard 
in the number three spot, but was 
unable to get by Elliott who had a 
hold on the number two spot. Briggs 
had the gold locked up, Elliott fol- 
lowed in for second and second over- 
all with Busick third and third over- 
all. Castro’s 4-4 finish netted him 
fourth overall. ATV

Mating power to drive 


Honda Odyssey clutch 
mods

Honda’s Odyssey hit the market and almost 
instantly there was a plethora of parts avail- 
able for the fun little monsters. While most 
machines that hit the market don’t get qual- 





+ v estay driving at dis hig 


ity speed parts near that quickly, 
the Odyssey engine had the 
benefit of a more-than-family 
resemblance to Honda dirt bike 
motors so the parts really did make 
some serious ponies. The problems 
arose when a modified machine hit 
its powerband ata different rpm than 
the torque converter hooked up. 
Consequently, an Odyssey would go 
into “gear” while the engine was in 
the weak part of the powerband. The 
key to making an Odyssey perform is 
to have the engine and the torque 
converter tuned so they work in har- 
mony. 

Fortunately the stock Odyssey 
comes with a Salsbury Model 700 
Torque Converter that can, thanks to 
the research of Hillside Honda and 
others, be modified to suit other power 
curves. 

_The first step is to modify the 
engine (or drive) pulley so it engages 
at a higher rpm. Stock, the engage- 
ment is at 3500 rpm and the modified 
engine should engage at 4100 to 4900 
rpm plus. 

In principle the torque converter is 
like having a variable sprocket at the 
ends of a chain, only the converter 
works with a belt. At low engine 
speeds the pulley drive faces are far 
enough apart that there is no, or at 
least minimal, drag on the belt. As 
the rpm rises there are roller arms 
inside the clutch that push the drive 
faces together until the belt (if it is 
not worn) is pushed to the top of the 
“V” formed by the drive faces, thus 
transmitting as high a “gear” ratio as 
possible to the driven pulley above 
the rear axle. 


In order to get the drive clutch to 
engage at a higher rpm you must 
change the spring tension on the 
roller arms. The spring tension must 
be higher, but when the spring ten- 
sion is increased the plastic rollers 
cannot handle the load. They should 
be replaced with a roller that has a 
metal band encasing the roller. 


At high rpm the drive clutch will 





the rpm drops, allowing the faces to 
move apart again. 

If the back pulley were solid there 
would be no way for the Odyssey to 
“downshift” for hills or other 
increased load. 

The drive and driven pulleys are 
tuned to work as a set. When modifi- 
cations are made to the drive, then the 
driven must also be modified to 
automatically drop the gearing before 
the engine bogs out of its power curve. 

The driven uses the same principle 
as the drive, in that it uses a pair of 
pulleys, one of which is moveable. 
The driven senses torque loadings on 
the belt and lowers the gear ratio by 
opening the space between the driv- 
ing faces. 

The driven does this with the parts 
in the illustration labeled: ramp, 
spring and torque bracket. As you 
look at how they are assembled it is 
easy to see that when the pull on the 
belt is severe, as it would be ina high- 
torque situation, the moveable face is 
forced together. This movement, of 
course, lowers the ratio again, ena- 
bling the Odyssey to stay “on the 
pipe; atall times. Tochange the tor- 
que at which your Odyssey “‘down- 
shifts” you merely change the ramps. 

The shallower the ramp, the more 
sensitive (or the faster) the downshift. 
Extra horsepower fakes the driven 
out and it shifts prematurely and 
causes the engine to stall or damages 
the belt with extreme slippage. A 
heavier spring and/or shallower cam 
must be used to bring the converter 
into balance. 

A balanced torque converter can be 
tested by the following conditions. 

1.The torque converter engages 

without bogging or stalling the 
motor. 

2. The pulleys fully shift to their 
maximum ratios. 

3. The driven pulley fully down- 

shifts before slipping the belt. 

4. The drive faces are cool enough 

to touch five minutes after running.

Peterson takes 
Baylands PRO 
Kart opener

Baylands Raceway Park opened their racing 
season in a rather odd fashion for ‘82. The 
usual season began with the always popular 
Nitro Bowl Drag races, but due to the bad 


weather was forced to cancel.

In the first heat of the Open Pros, it 
was a super sight to see all 15 karts line 
up and come down the front straight. 
When the green flag fell it was Jeff 
Nelson and John Russell sweeping into 
turn one ahead of the rest of the pack. 
With these two leading the pack it was 
the sprint car racer, Scott Murray, 
making some very bold moves, putting 
his good dirt track knowledge to use as 
he worked his way to fourth with Tim 
Meyers barely ahead of him. At the 
drop of the white flag it was the 
Invader kart of Meyers blowing his 
motor and falling to the back, while 
former Top Fuel drag racer Joe White 
moved into fourth, At the checkered 
flag it was Nelson taking the win, 
followed closely by Russell, Murray 
and White. 

The second heat race saw a little 
surprise as Greg Peterson, driving for 
the Sharp Racing team, all but ran 
away with the second race. Peterson 
shot out of the sixth position into the 
lead by diving underneath the others, 
making a super move on Nelson to 
take the tead before the fourth turn. 














At the checkered flag it was Peterson 
followed by Nelson with third going to 
Russell. In that same race, it was 
Meyers getting his second term of bad 
luck as he blew his second motor in as 
many races. Meyers was forced to take 
last place in that heat, and due to the 
bad finishes Meyers drew the pole 
position in the inverted line-up for the 
final. f 

At the start it was Meyers moving 
into the first turn ahead of the field, 
and — again — Meyers burned up his 
third. motor of the afternoon and 
dropped all the way to the back of the 
pack. The spectators at trackside 
really got their moneys worth as 
Nelson got hung up in turn three with 
three other racers and was forced to 
hook his kart to the inside of the track, 
spinning out. The incredible race to 
the front began for the Grand 
National Champ, as Nelson got his 
kart back on the track and began to 
knock off the competition one by one, 
all the other Pros, to make a big surge 
to the front. 

Leading the race was once again 
Peterson followed by Sean Scott. At 
the white flag it was the three karts of 
Peterson, Scott and Nelson hitting 
turn one together with Peterson 
coming out of turn two slightly ahead 
of Scott. Going into turn three it was 
Peterson pulling slightly ahead of the 
field while Nelson was trailing Scott. 
The move of the afternoon saw Nelson 
draft on Scott and sling-shot under- 
neath to take the second place money. 
The win for Peterson and his Sharp 
Racing Emmick kart allowed him to 
take home the largest part of the more 
than $500 Pro purse, Nelson took 
home the second place money and 
Sean Scott hung on to third. 

Action in the 200cc and Dual class 
saw Steve Shaw turning in some 
impressive results as he blazed the fast 
Baylands 1/8 mile banked oval, taking 
firsts in both heats. In the main Shaw 
put the screws to the rest of the field to 
wind up first when the checkered flag 
fell. The win gave Shaw the only triple 
win of the day and that stands as a big 
credit to Shaw’s driving ability. 

Some of the toughest karters at the 
Baylands facility would without a 
doubt be the 100cc Super Stock 
Heavy. With over 20 karts entered in 
the class, it was a brawl to see who 
would come out of the first turn in 
good shape. As it would in the first 
heat Richard Golvio out-ran the field 
to take first, followed by Mike Ford 
and Richard Houser. The second heat 
saw Brett Bell take first followed very 
closely by Golzio with Mike Ford third. 

The main was a real battle, as on 
the first turn five riders tangled and 
were put out of the race with 
mechanical problems. The race was 
restarted with 13 karts buzzing the | 
oval, and at the checkered flag it was 
Richard Golzio pulling off the big win 
with Mike Ford taking second and 
Brett Bell taking thrid. 

Fremont’s Baylands Raceway Park 
will be seeing the biggest dirt race kart 
race that ever hit California, take 
place as the Winter Nationals take 
place Feb. 27-28.

Yamaha’s 60 mph 
sideways fun

In the October ‘81 issue of ATV News we ran 
an article on race Karts — Yamaha race karts 
— entitled “Race Karts — I’d think I'd like to. 
Apparently alot of people-would “like to.” The 








response was astounding. Not 
only from our readers but other 
major publications as well. Not 
only do the motorcycle publica- 
tions want to get involved, but the off- 
road and street publications as well. 
“Everyone wants to challenge some- 
body. We have received hundreds of 
calls from everybody,” reflected Rick 
Johnson and Rick Gomez, Yamaha's 
marketing team. 

With the ATV market in full swing, 
the challenge was sought and accepted 
by Hi-Torque’s Dirt Wheels magazine, 
represented by Paul Clipper, 
Managing Editor, and Phil Beckman, 
Associate Editor. Their competition 
was ATV News/Cycle News repre- 
sented by Lance Bryson, Editor, and 
Duane “Rooster” Johnson, West Sales 
Manager. (Applause, applause, clap, 
clap, hurray, hurray!). 

* Yamaha's game plan was this: Take‘ 





four somewhat unsuspecting bodies, 
place them in karts and let them race 
their brains out, remembering, of 
course, to “keep turning left, keep the 
engine above 10,000 rpm and, of 
course, have fun!” 

Saddleback Park is one of the finest 
motorcycle off-road facilities around. 
They also have one of the nicest oval 
dirt track for speedway race karts. As 
we arrived, the finishing touches were 
being done to the well-manicured 
track. What was supposed to be a 
four-man show quickly changed as 
some 60 karts showed up out of 
nowhere. Johnson elected to give us a 
half hour practice and then a 20-lap 
race. Clipper and Beckman had never 
driven a kart before so jumping in a 
kart that sits two:inches off the ground 
with a 100cc engine which produces an 
awesome 15 horsepower seemed a little 
odd. Bryson and Johnson, on the other

these little go-fast wonders. 

After practice, all seemed to be 
shaking their heads in amazement at 
how something so small could be so 
quick and fun. “These race karts are 
so fun to drive. I ‘really didn’t realize 
what we were getting ourselves into, 
but now I can’t wait to get back on the 
track,” commented Beckman. 

Bryson, on the other hand, said, 
“Just sitting there waiting to get 
started, you're already going 50 mph, 
they look and feel so fast. Once you get 
going, your sense of speed doubles due 
to the fact that you are sitting so low to 
the ground. Driving a race kart, 
whether it be speedway or sprint, is a 
rush to your ego. Right away you get 
the feeling that not even Andretti 
could beat you. There is something 
about going 60 mph and backing it 
into a turn, getting off the gas and 
putting your feet back in it.” 

The reliable aspects of the Yamaha 
package are: stock, you can drive these 
karts virtually for years without even 
peeking inside the motor. The kart 
frame itself is almost indestructable. 
There is, however, a way to get more 
ponies out of your engine...if you need 
them. 

The race was set: Clipper. and 
Beckman on the first row, Bryson and 
Rooster on the second. As Gomez gave 
the go-ahead, the race was on. Bryson 
drove around the outside into turn one 
first. Beckman followed in second with 
Rooster third. Rooster got around 
Beckman for second in turn three. 
The race was now between Bryson and 
Rooster. 

After six laps Bryson got a tad out of 

o the groove, in turn,four which put him

in the marbles (excess dirt pushed to 
the outside that, when hit, make 
traction disappear). Rooster then took 
both the inside line and the lead. 
Bryson got back in the groove before 
Beckman and Clipper could get by. 
With his sights set on Rooster, Bryson 
made his charge. Going into turn one, 
Rooster was showing off and spun out. 
Bryson got by along with Beckman. 
With two laps left, Bryson got into the 
marbles again, but his lead was big 
enough to get going and take the win 
with Rooster second, Beckman third 
and Clipper fourth. 

It turned out to be more than a 
race; it was fun in the greatest way. By 
no means is karting fun — it’s 
addicting. Another aspect to look at is 
price. You can step into one of these 
Yamaha state-of-the-art wonders for 
around $1,500. With Yamaha's easily 
accessible dealer network, this could 
be you. Yamaha is working very hard 
to expand the dirt karting interest 
nationally. In fact, ATV News will be 
covering karting events on a regular 
basis.
